A TRUE STORY OF THE 
SPANISH BRIGAND CHIEF 


Thrilling Experienae of a 
Young Girl 

Thirty-five years ago the intern- 
ul state of Spain. was enough to 
make all lovers of law and order 
fly away in horror, For nearly a 
century this wretched country had 
seen nothing but invasions, revo- 
lutions/civil ‘wars, pronunciam- 
ientos, and had tried kings and 
queens of their of dynasty, one 
imported king of a foreign ‘house, 
a republic during which the state 
of the people was worse fthan at 
any Other time, andakind of in- 
terregeum during which nobody 
ruled and nobody obeyed and 
everybody who felt Tike it cut his 


neighbor's throat, pretty well with 


impunity. Regiments were dis- 
banded occasionally and men who 
liad done nothing for years but 
fight and pillage were ‘loose in a 
country where industry and busi- 
ness was almost dead; having no 
means of earning a living and 
knowing no trade they mosrly took 
to the mountains ‘in the south and 


ry 


by rapine, and murder, holding up 
people to ransom, and _ terrorising 
the whole country so that no one 
dared inform against them. Each 
district had its well known brig- 
and chief with & band of followe: 

and these men shied at no sort "ot 
crime however loathsome. : 

Among the wildest crags of the 
Sierra Nevada, to the north of 
Estepona, which lies a little to the 
east of Gibralter, the famous Zama- 
rilla had taken up his headquart- 
ers in a cave somewhere in the 
early seventies. Occasionaily per- 
hads once & month, when he could 
longer stand the companionship of 
his own band, wearied of the life 
of a hunted outlaw, he used to 
come down to a little wayside inn 
on one of the mountain trails, yet 
a long way from any other habit- 
able place.

On one of his periodical visits 
the latter got rather more drunk 
than usual and. boldly told the 
wretched father that that night he 
meant to earry off the lovely Con- 
chita to his hiding place in the 
mountains. Unarmed and helpless 
in front of a desperate man who 
would havé murdered him without 
hesitation at the first hasty word 
the poor father had to resort to 
argument and persuasion, pointing 
out that the girl was a mere child 
and that perhaps later on things 
might be arranged anything to 

ain time and get rid of the bandit 
or the moment. The daughter 
happened to be in the next room 
and heard every word that” the 
drunken Zamarilla was saying.

For years after the beautiful 
Conchita was looked upon as a 
heroine by the peasants of the dis- 
trict. Her father died not long 
after. She married and took over 
the management of the Inu and 
there the writer saw her many 
times between the years 1880 and 
1884, a very happy and lovel 
women of about thirty-five. with 
half a bozen fine children playing 
round her, and there he heard from 
her own lips many hair-raising 
yarns of the good old days of the 
brigands.—F.W.B.
